21, IHUi, at t'ouc.ord, Ma.s8., being tho son 
of Samuel and Sarah (Sherman) Hoar. 
He was a lirnthrr of I'lUted StHtes Senator 
(roriie V. Hoar of W()ri«Mt.er, and a mem- 
ber of a family which liM>i fur yojirs In-en 
prominently identified with public affairs. 
After flttlug Iu tho primary and high 
schcMils he cuteivd Hiirrard euUoge, gradu- 
ating In the 1 lass of IHiW. He then taught 
school a year in Pittsburg, and later 
studied Id T^m-ard law school whero the 
degree of L.L. D. was conferred upou 
him In lli.S<i. For nearly a <iuart4T of a 
ceatury he was a memlvr of the board of 
trustoos of Harvard college, Ixdng presl- 
deut of the board nearly half of that pe- 
rl (xl. 

In March, IbtiU, Mr. Hoar was ap^intod 
attorney general of th,- l'nlt«d States by 
Pn*sldeut Grant, and filled that office un- 
til June, 1870. He waa appointod a mem- 
ber of tha Joint oommiaslon wlidoh negoti- 
ated tha treaty between the Uatlsd States 
and Great Britain In 1871. Mr. Hoar was 
a presidential elector at largo in 187B, and 
was elected to the Torty-tUrd congress us 
a representative. He was marrledm Con- 
oord In 1840 to CaroUae D., daughter of 
Hon. Mason Brooks.

NO HOPS FOR MORE SORVIVOKS 

A Diligent Benroh llaii Ueen Kept Up bat 
Nothing Hna Uvea Dlteoverod Warmnt- 

luu \uy Hopp Tli'.4t .More Tliuii the 
Tweuty Perioo* Were .tavcd— UIBoial 
Plgnrea Pornlsbed by tho Conpaap. 
Bremkn, Feb 1 - TIk' 1. ss of the 
magnificent North tierin, in Lloyd steam- 
er Elbe, which foundered in tin; North 
Sea Wednesday morning, has cast a 
Kloom over this port, from which she 
h:id ao often sailed on sncoessftd voyagaa 
to New York. Nearly all the details of 
the disaster have now become known. 

The ooaat guard and ciutoms oflUwrs 
are eierting themselves to the ntmoat, 
and are leaving no means tmtried in 
the searoh for pcMible survivors, or even 
for signs of any kind indicating that 
more of the Elbe's BBopla aaoMied than 
have yet been heard from.

Louis iiutitb, ^Mfd 68 yeai% one of the 
moet noted ooloiod ettisens ol OhMtanati, 

died at him rcnidenco, No. 40 New street, 
a week avo, of rheumatism of the heart. 
Altliuugh unable to read or write, he was 
widely known in the United States and 
throughout tlugland for his activity and 
seal in the mannoilaaion of the alafaa in 
thus country. 

He was bora a slave in Mason County, 
Kentucky, and some time before the war 
he bought his own freedom from hia mas- 
ter by the payment of $1,000 in cash, 
whicli be had saved up by the exercise 
of the strictest economy. After securing 
hia own freedom he went to New York, 
and interested Henry Ward lii'pcher in 
raising funds to purchase the liberty of 
hia wife and three children. Wendell 
Phillips and William Lloyd Oarrison,the 
great anti-slavery agitators, also made a 
personal appeal to the people on behalf 
of Smith's wife and chiMren, and gave 
him letters of introduction to leading 
philanthropists of Great Britain. 

Smith went to England on his mission, 
and was warmly welcomed by the Earl of 

Shaftesbury and otlier members of the 
English nobility. Public meetings were 
held, at which presided the Premier and 
the Lord Mayor of London, who niude 
powerfid speedies, appealing to the 
l)liilanthropy of the people to contribute 
to the fund for the manumission of 
Smith's wife and children. Private sub- 
scriptions were taken up, and in the 
course of a very short time Smith re- 
turned to the United States with Ki.OOO, 
with whii I) he purchased the freedom of 
his family. 

He lived for several years at Ripley, 
Ohio, and aciiiiircil >i>\w |)roi)erty, bnt 
his wife and children died, and he lobt 
his property. He was married the sec- 
ond time, but bis secimd wife soon died, 
and in 1H78 he was marriud on Cutter 
street to Mias Taylor, and she still sur- 
vives him.

In it there are three aeotiona 
of the mental circle that the patient 
moves in — viz, elevation, depression and 
sanity — and in this round he sjiends his 
life, passing out of one into the other, 
for it is, when fully eatabliahedt • vtey 
incurable disea^ 

The patient takes an attack 6t mania, 
doring which he is joyous, restless, 
tronblesome, extravagant and often 
vicious. He eats voraciously, sleeps lit- 
tle and never seems to tire. His tem- 
perature is a degree or so above tho nor- 
mal, hie eye is bright and glistening, 
be ia enamored of the other sex, he 
shows diminished self ooatrol aadao 
common sense. 

This lasts for a few weeks, or a few 
moutlis more commonly, and then he 
passes sometimes gradually and some- 
times rather suddenly into a condition 
of depression, during which be iM dvg- 
gish, dnll, looking differently, dressing 
differently, eating differently, fearful, 
uureliant and sedentary In habits. 

This state will last a few weeks or 
months, and tho patient will brighten 
np into what seems recovery and is to 
all intents and purposes in his normal 
state. This again lasts for a few weeks 
or months, and he gradually gets mor- 
bidly elevated. Yon find ha is passing 
through every minute mental phase and 
habit ho did at first. Depression follows, 
as before, and then sanity, and this 
round of three states of feeling, of intel- 
lect, of volition, and of antritioa, goes 
on, drcle after oinle, til! the patient 
dies. He lives three lives.— Hospital

Toad SnperatlMoBS.

Then 
some were put in porous sandstone, and 
at the end of a year a few were found 
"greatly emaciated. " When bnried for 
another year, they all died. Toads were 
inclosed in wood, and they all died, 
The coiiclusiou is that, d(!prived of at 
mosphoro or witiiout food, toads must 
dia If a toad as a tadpole could have 
entered a crevice in a rook, it might 
have grown, bnt would have died in 
time for want of air and food. This 
toad nousenso is so irradicablo that it is 
snpposabl^ it iii>ver can be dissinated.—
